During the depression days of the 30's, the club conducted the 
Wasatch County Fair and promoted merchandise prizes from merchants 
of Heber City when there were no county funds available. 

The club has been behind many civic improvement and industrial 
development programs, has sponsored care for the blind activities and 
promoted sports and music events. 

In 1932 the club sponsored the appearance of the Wasatch High 
School Band at the Lions International Convention in Los Angeles, Calif. 
The band, conducted by Delmar Dickson won first place honors in 
competition with the best bands of the country. Christmas and Halloween 
events in the community are also traditional Lions Club projects. 

The club maintains the WELCOME TO HEBER CITY neon signs 
at the two main highway entrances, and has erected and maintained pic- 
nic facilities at the county fair grounds, including tables, benches, fire 
place and night lighting. 
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Three garden clubs have been organized in the valley to help in 
beautifying private yards and public grounds. 

The first garden club, the Wasatch Flower Garden Club, was or- 
ganized in 1932 with Geneva B. Cliff as president and Lizzie Buell as 
secretary and treasurer. Membership of the club included Mrs. Cliff, 
Mrs. Buell, Lucille MacNaughton, Lizzie Wootton, Minnie Crook, Josie 
Todd, Nellie DeGraff, Vera Cummings and Hazel Hardy. This group, 
among many other projects, helped in landscaping the L.D.S. Third Ward 
and South Central School grounds. 

A second garden club was organized in 1946 under the direction 
of Fred Osberger, an officer of the State Garden Club. This group, 
headed by Ina Mangum, was known as the Utah Valley Garden Club, 
and had as members Lydia Hausey, Annie Coleman, Lucille MacNaugh- 
ton, Walter Sciter, Alice Seiter, Reva Bignall, Vera Cummings, Georgia 
Hansen, Geneva B. Cliff and Lizzie Buell. 

Heber's third garden club came into existence November 1, 1956 
through the persistence of Lois Fox who became its first president. Many 
members of the club had been affiliated with the Midway Garden Club 
and desired to carry the enthusiasm of this group into Heber. Through 
the assistance of Mrs. Fox and Verna Berg, a regional director of the 
Associated Clubs of Utah, the group was organized and claimed the 
name, Heber Valley Garden Club. They chose the petunia as the club 
flower and set as their objective: "To Make Heber Valley More Beauti- 
ful.” 

Other officers in addition to Mrs. Fox included Nola Davis, first 
vice president; Ethel Murdock, second vice president and Amber Turner, 
secretary and treasurer. Charter members were Lona Ford, Millie Mur-
